Palmer llial repressive legislation lo con- 
trol our so-called reds is undesirable. It 
is evident thai legislation which is too 
drastic and far-reaching in its interfer- 
ence with popular liberties would be re- 
sented by the people at large, and we be- 
lieve it would tend lo increase rather 
than diminish radical agitation. 


Nevertheless, a firm national policy in 


dealing 
with 
revolutionists, whether 


alien or not, is, we think, necessary. 
There is no question but what the vigor- 
ous raids which have been made on this 
class in recent weeks, accompanied by 
considerable deportation, has bad a salu- 
tary effect. Disorders attributable to an- 
archists have noticeably decreased, while 
bolshevisl propaganda is neither so ac- 
tive nor so offensive. 


The position of the department of .jus- 


tice seems to be that there is not now ade- 
quate legislation for the prosecution of 
the campaign against anti-Americanism 
to its logical and healthful conclusion. 
This doubtless is true. Congress should 
supply the deficiency, but the trouble 
there, is that whenever the subject is 
brought up, measures and proposals are 
offered which are too extreme. They 
would interfere with freedom of speech 
and press lo a degree incompatible with 
the bill of rights and unquestionably they 
would be obnoxious in their operation. 
While the purpose of the Davey bill in 
the house is commendable, it could and 
should be. we think, modified in some 
particulars. 
< 


'• There exists undeniably a condition of 
revolutionary intent in the country. In 
some portions it is fairly well organized, 
and is in a position to cause some trou- 
ble. Xowhere, however, is it sufficiently 
strong to be regarded as a national men- 
ace. The policy of the government should 
b"c io combat it in ways which will drive 
it to cover and smother it. This can be 
done best, in our judgment, by steady, 
persistent, relentless warfare. Spectacu- 
lar means are likely only to fan such 
fires to greater intensity, and they are not 
likely lo hold out. Constant deportations, 
quietly undertaken, but without mercy 
where the offenses warrant, will be a po- 
tent deterrent. It is the kind of punish- 
ment which the reds cannot stand up un- 
der. 


On the other hand, undue interference 


•with meetings and literature which are 
nothing more than questionable at the 
most would have the opposite 
effect. 


Whatever legislation the government 
needs to punish offenses which clearly 
are aimed at the nation's existence, to- 
gether with agitation of this character, 
should be readily provided by congress. 
If we were lo make the crimes which are 
punishable with deportation a little 
broader we believe it would accomplish 
more than anything else toward the ex- 
termination of anti-Americanism. Once 
we make it clear that this country, and 
its liberties, arc for those only who sup- 
port them, and are not for those who 
would destroy them, we shall commence 
to tone up our citizenship and relegate to 
a negligible quantity those who manage 
lo evade the dragnel. 


CONTROL THE 
IXFLUEXZA. 


The influenza silu-uion in Applclon is 


similar lo what it is in most surrounding 
cities and towns, no worse and no heller. 
Jl does not necessitate alarm, but it does 
inquire precaulionary measures. Imme- 
diate slcps should, and \vc arc gJa<l lo say 
•will, be lakcn lo bring Ihc incipient epi- 
demic under control. To control an epi- 
demic means to stamp it out. Two things 
are required lo do this. The first is the 
adoption of regulatory measures r,-Te/t- 
ing the public. The second is cooperation 
by the public. The two must work hand 
in hand. If Ihc aulhorilies arc not as- 
sisted in their work by Ihc people, it will 
1)2 largely misspent. 


The cily officials and the health depart- 


ment arc in the best position to know 
•\vhal should be done. They are in vor.- 
slanl and inlimalc contact \vilh condi- 
tions. All of the reliable information the 
public receives comes from them TJhey 
have Uio power lo acl, and il is Jo be Jak- 
on for granted they have a proper under- 


standing of their responsibilities. There- 
fore, whatever orders they may issue 
should be accepted in a spirit of ac- 
quiescence. 


While the present wave of intluen/.a is 


not as severe as it was last year, it never- 
theless possesses serious possibilities. 
Pneumonia cases which terminate fatal- 
ly are on the increase in practically every 
city and this is a warning that worse con- 
ditions are in store unless effective means 
arc employed lo prevent the spread of 
malignant germs. 


The people on their part should ob- 


serve more than ordinary care of their 
health. They should have consideration 
of others in their personal habits, espe- 
cially in sneezing, coughing and spitting. 
Cleanliness and sanitary precautions go 
a long way in protecting the individual 
and those about him. Plenty of fresh air. 
exercise, wholesome food and restful 
sleep will keep the body at par, and that 
comes close to immunity from disease. 


We shall not have a bad epidemic of 


influenza in Appletou unless we court it. 
If we make up our minds to suppress it 
and go about il sensibly and persistently 
we shall succeed.

, With the recent defeat of the three 
principal Russian anti-bolshevik armies 
and the various manifest indications that 
the allied powers have no inlenlion of at- 
tempting, by force of arms, to overthrow 
the soviet regime in Russia, the question 
arises as to whatf if any, measures should 
be taken to prevent Bolshevik propagan- 
da from becoming a really dangerous 
power in the world. 


In some quarters there seems to be a 


disposition to feel that our democratic 
institutions would be menaced by the dis- 
sefninalion of information as to just what 
bolshevism is and just-how it is working 
in Russia. If America were an autocracy 
instead of a democracy, and if its popula- 
tion consisted of 100,000,000 slaves in- 
stead of 100,000,000 of Ihe most intelli- 
gent freemen in-the world, Ihis feeling 
might well be justified. Under the exist- 
ing circumstances, however, it has no 
place in America. 


If the fundamental principles of bol- 


shevism are fallacious—and this is un- 
questionably the case—there is no better 
nor surer way of getting the people of this 
country to realize this fact and discard 
the doctrine than by giving full publicity 
to the facts regarding it. But we must 
have the real facts,'not mere transparent 
misrepresentations; for those who either 
carelessly or deliberately misrepresent 
the situation in Russia are not opposing 
sovietism but aiding it. 


The strongest and surest safeguard of 


the inslitutions of democracy is publicity, 
and to allempt to prevent the people of 
America—the great world-pioneers of 
popular government—from learning the 
full Irulh about bolshevism or any other 
doctrine which makes any claim, howev- 
er absurd, of being designed lo promole 
human happiness or welfare, is lo belillle 
American inlelligence and lo discount 
Ihc unquestionable superiority of our 
governmental instilulions over those of 
anv other nation.

welfare expert 
for the Hydraulic 


Pressed Steel company of Cleveland. 
Ohio. 


In his desire to handle his work in- 


telligently, Mr. Williams told how he 
dressed as a common laborer, went 
out in search 
of employment and 


worked and 
lived as 
the working 


men of the steel mills do. In so do 
ing he made surprising 
discoveries 


and found any number of ways of 
remedying the causes of disatisfaction 
and better still, .narrowing the gai 
between capital and labor. 


"All the 
working men wanted,' 


stated the speaker, "was a job. "Thej 
were mostly foreigners, unskilled in 
any kind of work, and were thankful 
when they were offered work of any 
kind, and had the assurance that on 
the morrow they would be certain of 
employment." 


In reviewing his experiences. Mr. 


Williams pointed out many of the 
causes of discouragement and dis- 
cord. For one thing, the shifts were 
so long that the men never received 
enough rest to refreshen them before 
resuming their labor. .This lowered 
their enthusiasm and efficiency con- 
siderably. 
Then asain, he stated, 


they felt that the boss had no per- 
sonal interest in them or their wel- 
fare, mainly," perhaps, because they 
never saw the man they worked for. 


Further, they had neither-the in- 


terest nor the incentive to turn out 
good work. 
In the minute division 


of labor nowadays, they performed 
only a small part of the labor of per- 
fecting their product, and never saw 
it in finished form. 


The biggest need of the employer, 


he explained, is the employment of 
methods in labor that will keep the 
employe satisfied.
